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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

(1) New FIGS. 7 and 8 raise the issue of new matter. See 37 CFR 1 .121(f). For example, the size, shape, and/or location of the front 
portion receiving aperture 15 as now shown is unsupported by the original record. In fact, the original specification did not specifically 
disclose that the plunger 14 defines the front portion receiving aperture. Applicant did not explain in detail as to how and/or why FIGS. 2, 
2A, 3, and 3A clearly provide support for new FIGS. 7 and 8. As noted, the showing of a specific size, shape, configuration, and/or location 
of the front receiving aperture within a full spectrum of possible sizes, shapes, configurations, and/or locations of the front receiving 
apertures is considered under the present disclosure to be new matter. Cf., In re Smith, 173 U.S.P.Q. 679 (CCPA 1972) and Ex parte 
George, 230 U.S.P.Q. 575, 578 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1986). Further, 35 USC 113 states that "[drawings submitted after the filing date of 
the application may not be used (i) to overcome any insufficiency of the specification due to lack of an enabling disclosure or otherwise 
inadequate disclosure therein, or (ii) to supplement the original disclosure thereof for the purpose of interpretation of the scope of any 
claim." See also 37 CFR 1 .81 (d). 

(2) The amendments in the specification that refer to new FIGS. 7 and 8 raise the issue of new matter therewith. In re Smith and Ex parte 
George, supra. For example, the recitation "The plunger 14 defines a front portion receiving aperture 15" is unsupported by the original 
record.
